taking a group of Scours on thi3 canping trip. In actualit7, this was the 
onl7 Scout which he took with him. on this outing. r /Jhile on the trip he ^5 
forced to submit to hoiaosexjal activities with Mr. Bohrer, He was inundated 
with stories of bisarre sexual action. ties and gruesome accidents that could 
happen to people* He was told tales of receiving sexual gratification from 
watching buildings bum and big fires while in the act of masturbation. 

Upon rsturirLzig home hs was distraught and confronted his 
brother, who had attended Philaiont with Mr. 3ohrar. and in the co^urse of 
a loud discussion, he asked hi3 brother WE.7 he would let. him. go on a trip 
with a stan like Mr. Bohrer if .he knew what he was like* The parents over- 
heard the conversation and confronted their son, and he told them ^he details 
of th& incident. The older son at that tine sxated that Mr. Bohrer had 
approached hia at PhjJbiont to engage in hnncsescual activities. He refused to 
have anything to do with Mr* Sohrer at that tine and tried to put the incident 
fron his mind.

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Further investigations revealed that at least four other Scouts 
in the Troo p had been forced to submit to these activities by* Mr. Bohrer. Mrs. 
^HHHI former husband is an officer on the Troy Police Force. Th^consuited 
him for advice as to how to handle this incident. Mr. Bohrer is an Assistant 
Fire Chief in the City of Troy and a personal friend of the Troy Chief of Police. 
He was confronted by the parents, the Troy Chief of Police and the police sergeant, 
At that time, he broke down and confessed to the above activities. The caren^s 
chcse not to press charges, as they desired to put the incident behind then and 
their son as quickly as possible. Their only request was that ve guarantee that 
Mr. Bohrer cannot be put in a position to do the same thing with other boys. 

It is my understanding that Mr. Bohrer is now being investigated 
as a possible arsonist, as the City of Troy has been plagued with this problem 
within the last few years* I would prefer not to reopen this incident with the 
parents again* I am convinced shat the above statement is true. I have per- 
sonally interviewed the father and Mr* J*. Eugene Johnson, Field Director in this 
Council, had personally interviewed both parents on the incident. You have a 
copy of Mr. Bohrer r s letter of resignation stating that he is resigning due to 
serious emotional and psychological problems. 

I feel that this statement should be adequate information for 
permanent placement on the confidential file*
